Of these facts, I believe, the 
promoters ofthe Water Supply Bill were not, and are not, 
aware ; but, yet, they are no less facts, Not far from the 
Curragh camp isthe bathing pool for the soldiery. Below 
the cainp is a spot where those wretched women, who, 
vielding themselves up priestesses of vice, have become the 
ariabs of civilisation, perform their scanty ablutions and 
wash their foul garments. Last season thousands of sheep, 
and many of them diseased, were here washed, and the drip- 
pings cf a greasy fleece are not calculated to improve the taste 
of water. The Bog of Allen drains disembogue themselves into 
the Liffey; Zand, though bog may ve oak, may 
Heaven preserve me from a drink of bog water. 
And the entire of those impurities are carried down to the 
waters at Coy’s Ford (which the Corporation asks us to 
drink), No amount of Corporation eloquence shall induce 
me to change the good water I have for a glass of such 
abomination. They 

“ May wreath their bowl 

With flowers of soul, 

The brightest their corporate wit can find them:” 
But no Corporation wit will so dazzle my senses as to induce 
me to quaff poison. I would, positively, at the end of a 
summer's day (if the alternative were forced on me) accept 
in preference a bow! from the Northumberland plunge bath 
where all day long the youths of Dublin had disported ; I 
would rather even drink the water that had cleansed 
the leprosy from Naaman than taste that tainted with 
the impurities of the Rahabs of the Curragh. One 
member of the Corporation argues that he drank a glass 
of this water, and thought it very nice indeed. It is quite gra- 
tifying to remark how simple this gentleman is in his taste : 
but it is not right to assume that other palates are as 
undiscriminating as his own. What citizen of Dublin, if he 
saw the Calmuck, in his simplicity of taste, indulging in a 
slight repast on a pound of yellow soap, washed down by a 
pint of lamp oil, and allowed by some half dozen mutton 
dips, which this child of Nature mildly picked from the wicks 
—what citizen of Dublin would follow the Calmuck’s example 
and join in the greasy revel? Neither will I join any member 
of the Corporation in drinking Coy’s Ford water. If he insist 
on obtaining such water for his private consumption, he may 
obtain similar water from any cesspool in this city. But it 
is unfair that he should call on me and other citizens to ob- 
tain for him the luxury of drinking water of the 
same character, drawn from the Littey at Cov’s 
Ferd, at the outlay of, probably, £1,000,000.

Tae Weatuerin Utcster.—We seldom remember a 
season more unfavoprable for people in general, and 
farmers in particular, than the present one.

The heavy rains aad 
high winds which have prevailed so long have been very 
injurious to high-lying lands, washing the surface soil, 
and exposing it to more than the ordinary rigours of 
winter ; but in general the frost has opened the soil so 
well that, should dry, seasonable weather set in, for at 
least a brief space, work might be pushed on vi- 
gorously.

Gas IN Roscommon.—A meeting of the traders and 
others will be held in Roscommon, this week, for the 
purpose of forming a gas company, and to concert mea- 
sures forthe better supplying of the town with water. 
Surpwreck on THE Coast or ÁACHILL.-—During the 
terrific storm which raged on Saturday, the 21st inst., 
the barque Neptune, Captain Wimble, was driven 
ashore under the cliffs of Neenawn, Achill. The sails 
had been previously blown away, and the ship thrown 
on her beam end. In this condition she was driven on 
the rocks at aboutten p.m. One of the crew and an 
apprentice were washed overboard. The rest, with the 
captain, succeeded in gaining a ledge of rock, by 
means of the mast and spars, which leaned against 
it. The captain showed the greatest coolness 
throughout. They remained in that position during 
the night, and in the morning were discovered by 
some of the inhabitants of a neighbouring village, 
who showed them a pass up the cliffs. One poor 
fellow who had a compound fracture of his leg managed 
to crawl with the rest. Had the vessel gone ashore 100 
yards to the right, not a soul could have been saved, as 
the cliffs ane 1,000 feet high, and almost like a wall. 
They were afterwards brought to Dugort, where every 
attention was paidtothem. C. Boycott, Esaq., the 
Rev. Mr. Cathcart, J. Adams, Esq., I.0. Coastguard, 
and Dr. Carmichael, were unremitting in their kindness. 
A subscription wasat onee made for them, a house 
provided, and five ofthe strongest were on Thursday for- 
warded from Achill Sonnd to Westport, on their way to 
London, by William Pike, Esq. The barque was from 
Demerara, bound to London. Such a gale has not been 
known onthe Western coast twenty years.

Endymion was destroyed by fire in the Mersey, and the 
greater part of her cargo consumed. At half-past five 
o'clock the fire was first discovered in the fore part of 
the vessel, and, while every effort was made on board 
to prevent its spread, intelligence was sent en shore, 
and in a very short time two fire engines were em- 
barked in two of the Liverpool steam-tugs, and, accom- 
panied by the Fire Brigade under Mr. Hewitt, its 
superintendent, proceeded with all speed to the ill-fated 
vessel, Several other tug-boats at once proceeded to 
render all the assistance in their power, by pump- 
ing into her with their donkey-engines. The pas- 
sengers were at once removed with their luggage, 
which was conveyed to the hut on the north 
landing-stage. At six o’clock the flames burst out 
of the fore-hatch, and the vessel in a short time was 
a mass of fire from stem to stern. In order to facilitate 
the operations for extinguishing the fire, Capt. Hallett 
determined to beach her, and at seven a.m. her anchor 
was slipped and she was run ashore on the Cheshire 
coast, between Fgremont and New Brighton. A num- 
ber of men were sent down in steam tugs to assist in 
removing the cargo. Although the fire engines and 
reels poured thousands of tons of water on the burning 
mags, it soon became evident that the fire had obtained 
too great a hold on the vessel and cargo to be speedily 
subdued. Despite the efforts of all engaged, the con- 
flagration gainec upon them, and about noon the fore- 
mast fell over the side with a terrific crash, and the ves- 
sel soon after fell a prey to the devouring element The 
Endymion was a fine ship, of 1,374 tons, built in the 
United States, and for many years has been engaged in 
the emigration trade between Liverpool and New York. 
Her passengers were put on board by Messrs. Tracy and 
Baldwin, agents for the “ Black Ball” line of Liverpool 
and New York packets.

41.10 W., having about one-half of her voyage 
completed. She sighted Cork harbour during the 
terrific gale of the 21st inst., which proved so disastrous 
ta the shipping all round the coast of the United King- 
dom. Hiscrew being all sick, and his ship in her 
crippled state, Captain Fuller could not get into Cork 
harbour, and having carried away his topsailyards and 
sails in the gale, hc bore up for Liverpool, where he 
arrived on Friday night, the ship in a very leaky con- 
dition. The Eagle Speed is a fine American-built ship, 
of 1,384 tons, and is well known in the American trade. 
Captain Fuller is a seaman of large experience, and 
his skill as a navigator is amply shown in his bringing 
his disabled ship to port through the recent heavy gales 
with an exhausted crew. The loss by the leakage to 
either ship or cargo cannot be accurately ascertained 
until the ship is discharged. 

The Great Eastern is now in charge of Mr. Kett, the 
second officer—Mr. Prowse, the chicf officer having 
left the ship since she was laid up at Southampton.

Sir Thomas was born 
in the same house in which he died, on the 23rd July, 
1773, and was thus in his eighty-seventh year. 

EXTRAORDINARY CHARGE or Srappinc.—Mrs. Dowd- 
ing, the wife of a respectable former residing at Cradley 
Farm, Herefordshire, has been committed for trial on a 
charge of stabbing Mr. Thomas Orgee, a large farmer, 
residing in the adjoining parish of Evesbatch. It 
appears that the families of cach were on the most 
friendly terms, and that on Friday Mr. Orgee, who had 
been making merry with some friends, went to Cradley 
Farm, and, in accordance with a custom of the country, 
called for some cider. Mrs. Dowding was superintend- 
ing the dressing of poultry for Worcester market, on 
the following day. In this operation, of course, knives 
are used for dislodging the short feathers, and in trussing 
the birds. Mr. Orgee, uot content with his cider, said 
he would kiss Mrs. Dowding, and attempted to do so, 
though she warned him off. He persisted, and she 
pushed at him with the hand in which the knife was 
held. The knife entered the nipple on the left side to 
some depth. At the hearing of the case it was attempted 
to be shown that this was a malicious thrust, while the 
servants of the accused assert that their mistress, in 

ushing her hand straight out to ward off Orgee’s 
improper liberties, stabbed him unintentionally. Mrs. 
Dowding was admitted ot bail.— Manchester Guardian. 
A DancGerovus Leap.---On Saturday night, a seaman 
while in a state of intoxication, jumped through a win- 
dow in the second storey of the Sailors’ Home, and fell 
upon the footwalk. A person passing picked him up, 
and with the assistance of a police officer he was con- 
veyed to the Southern Hospital. Fortunately he es 
eaped without being seriously injured. His head was 
slightly cut and his left arm bruised. The man, who 
was a boarder in the institution, had been drinking for 
several days, and committed the act during a fit of de- 
lirium tremens. 
Brarrisn Coat Exrorts.—Messrs. W. and H. Laird’s 
monthly circular, just published at Liverpool, shows 
that during December, 1859, the exports of coal from 
the northern ports amounted to 152,139 tons ; from the 
Yorkehire ports, 16,071 ; from Liverpool, 31,309 ; from 
the Severn ports, 148,837 ; from the Scotch ports, 
41,169—being a total of 389,525; and showing an in- 
crease over the exports of December, 1858, of 8,448 tons. 
The total exports from January to December, 1859, were 
6,514,335 tons— being an increase of 436,472 tons over 
the preceding year.

Weare now 200 miles off 
the land, and yesterday and the day before we chased a 
Yankee brigantine-—no good—but this morning, what 
do you think ? We have actually taken the notable 
Orion, with 888 slavés on board—only fancy, after the 
Yankees have sent her to New York, and she has 
been let go; and now the Yankees have taken her 
into the Congo, and detained her, and the Triton had 
her ip tow, that we should take her with very little 
trouble. It was a glorious sight, I shall never forget. 
We saw her at daylight, about eight or ten miles off, and 
steamed after her, coming up toher in about an hour. 
Well, we did not hoist our colours until we were close 
to her, and then she sent up the starsand stripes. Then 
we steamed round her, and our captain hailed to know 
what ship it was, and the fellow sung out “ The Orion,” 
and that he was going to New York. So our captain 
said he would board her, and as he was stepping out of 
the boat t > go on board they hauled down their colours, 
tore them in half, an] hove them overboard. Our men 
then gave three cheers, which were answered by the 
liberated slaves in a manner that we shall all :emember 
as long as we live. She is a splendid prize. ‘This is a 
great loss to the slave-dealers, as they feel the loss of 
slaves more than ships, and this makes 2,080 slaves 
taken in less than two months.

THE SUPPLEMENTAL RATE. 

The Chairman stated that in consequence of the in- 
sufficiert estimate brought forward by the Finance Com- 
mittee, when preparing tostrikea new supplemental rate, 
a special meeting of the gentlemen comprising that com- 
mittee washeld last Monday, who cacefully examined the 
accounts. They came to a resolution that a supplemental 
rate sufficient to provide a sum of £3,000, in additionn to 
the current rate already struck for 1860, was absolutely 
necessary. It was found, on going over the ac- 
counts, that there was a sum due to the treasurer of 
£970 12s., and that thcre were bills unpaid amounting 
to £712 8s. 5d. The clerk’s estimate for the current 
month was £1,360, and there was a sum of £500 or 
£600 due on the rural divisions. From those figures it 
appeared that if all the bills were paid up tothe Ist Feb- 
ruary, they would be deficient to the amount of £3,600. 
The Collector-General had stated that, in consequence 
of the state of the affairs of the union, the sooner the 
supplemental rate was struck the better. 

Mr. Hyndman suggested it would be much better to 
postpone striking the supplemental rate until the Ist 
April, provided they succeeded in getting a loan from 
the bank in the meantime. 

Mr. Dooley was in favour of the proposition of 
striking a supplemental rate for £3,000 as soon as pos- 
sible, as it was much better the board should have it to 
their credit than be without it. It would be quite suffi- 
cient to carry them through the year, provided the bank 
lent occasional assistance; and he was perfectly satisficd 
that even in four months time the bank would be in 
their debt. If it would not be irregular, he would move 
the adoption of the report of the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Cosgrave said he would move the adoption of the 
report of the Finance Committee. 

Mr. Ingram seconded it. 

Mr. Flanagan moved, as an amendment, that the rate 
should be struck for £4,500 or £5,000. 

Mr. Arkins seconded tlie amendm2nt,as he was satis- 
fied less would not do. 

The Chairman was of opinion that £4,500 would 
suffice. 

Alderman Reynolds trusted there would be nodivision 
on the subject, and that Mr. Dooley would see the pro- 
priety of withdrawing his resolution. 

Mr. Dixon said before they voted for striking a rate 
for so large asum of money, they ought to know accu- 
rately the debts which they owed. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Robinson, P.L.1., said he had made some calcula- 
tions on the aflairs of the union up to the 23rd January 
last, and he found that a sum of £1,081 was due to the 
treasurer, £992 due on account of bills presented, and 
the clerk’s estimate for January amounted to £',360, 
and the debts amounted to £3,433, exclusive of the 
amount due to the Collector-General. He had ascer- 
tained from the Collector-General that the nett amount 
ofrates would produce £1,414, exclusiveof all expenses, 
and he considered that £3,700 of that would be recover- 
able in the first three months; £358 of it had already 
been paid to the union, and then there remained 
£3,422, which the guardians would receive on the first 

uarter, Leaving the £700 which was due to the 

ollector-General out of the question altogether, he ap- 
prehended the sum they would receive would be in- 
sufficient-to pay the debts actually due at the present 
moment on the union. 

Mr. Dixon said that it seemed to him that a tendency 
had recently developed itself of increasing in evcry pos- 
sible way the costs of the union. It would be quite 
impossible to form an idea of what the expenditure 
would amount to, ifsuch a course were persisted in, and 
he was quite satisfied that the proposed supplemen- 
tal rate of £5,000 would never meet it. Upon that oc- 
casion he would not offer any very decided opposition 
to the motion, as he had done all he could to keep down 
taxation, and he always found his views on the subject 


ne by the board. 

r. P. D. Hardy was of opinion that the dietary of 
the house was too expensive, and he thought a rate for 
£3,000 should be quite sufficient. 

The Chairman said it occurred to him that a four- 
penny rate would be all that was necessary. 

Dr. Gray, in reference to observations made by one of 
the guardians, as to his attending the board, said if he 
thought he were oui of place he would at once resign 
his position as an ex-officio guardian. He thought the 
observations made in reference to his attendance at 
the board were not warranted. It was his intention 
to vote on the present question, and no attacks 
which had been made upon him would prevent his 
doing so. The gentleman who admitted he was the 
principal preparer of the estimates referred to (Mr. 
Dooley) had entered into an elaborate statement of 
nearly an hour, and workedat figures for the pur- 
pose of showing that the £3,000 rate was the proper 
one to be struck; but he (Dr. Gray) found, onreferring 
to the books, that that gentleman wasincorrect. There 
were upwards of 1,800 EA gp the;house, and of these 
1,400 were in hospital; and, according to the gentlemen 
who were in favour of reducing taxation, the board should 
be compelled to drive those people from the hospital 
and, perhaps, send them to their graves. , 

Mr. Dooley said he wished to call attention to what

He was of opinion the Commissioners 
sometimes assumed powers they ought not to assume, 
but there never was so unfair a charge brought against 
them as the present.

In his opinion it was a mild and 
moderate resolution, and he (Dr. Gray) only found fault 
with it because it was not a little stronger. Mr. Hardy 
had referred to the Newtownards case. Unfortunately 
they had too many cases of that kind, in which the Com- 
missioners were brought into collision with boards of 
guardians, and those who were especially the guardians 
of the] poor—namely, the clergy. ‘They had even 
come into a collision with his friend Father Daly, who 
was admittedly a most useful public man, and to 
whose exertions was mainly to be attributed the 
establishing of the Galway Packet Station. The 
Commissioners, owing to their non-acquaintance with te 
fellings of the country, came into collision with such a 
man as Mr. Daly,jwho was not a turbulent person, cr 
one calculated to produce ill-feeling in his neighbour- 
hood. The Commissioners had sought to deprive him of 
his chaplaincy in the Galway Univn, and if it were not 
for the efforts made by the Roman Catholic Bishop of 
the diocese, the Roman Catholic paupers in the Galway 
workhouse would have been left for a year and a half with- 
out religious instruction, and that in a workhouse in 
which he (Dr. Gray) believed there were not two Pro- 
testant paupers. 

Mr. Hardy said he was rejoiced to hear there were so 
few. (Laughter. ) 

Dr. Gray then read an extract from adocument signed 
by twenty-six Roman Catholic Bishops, in which they 
set forth their views as to the necessity, in their opinion, 
of having Roman Catholic representation on the Board 
of Commissioners. The Commissioners, as he beforc 
observed, owing to their non-acquaintance—he would rot 
say ignorance—of the discipline of the Roman Catholic 
Caurch, had frequently brought themselves in collis:on 
with the ecclesiastical authorities of that church, and 
by their order, in one instance, sought to deprive the 
Roman Catholic paupers in the Galway Union of a: y 
religious ministration, and actually attempted to pre- 
vent the chaplain from administering spiritual conso!a- 
tion to the poor. On these grounds it was right Roman 
Catholics should be represented on the Boar’ of Com. 
missioners. Some gentleme.a were very fond of mixed 
education, but when they came to make appointments 
there should be no mixture ; they should be ail exclu- 
sive. Under the circumstances, he felt very much pka- 
sure in supporting the motion of ‘ir. Arkins. 

Mr. Dooley strongly objected to the introduction of 
such topics at a toard of guardians, whose duties were 
simply to administer relief, and watch over the interests 
of the poor. 

Captain Lindsay and Alderman Reynolds supported 
Mr. Arkins’ motion. 

Mr. Dixon was of opinion that the Roman Catholic or 
Liberal party, so called, were much better off by having 
the Poor Law Commissioners exclusively Protestant, 
than if the Whig Government appointed such a man as 
they would be likelyto do, even though he bore the 
name of Roman Catholic. The Poor Law Commis- 
sioners were never governed by any ‘sectarian feelings 
or opinions. ( Hear, hear.) 

The Chairman observed that some of the Poor Law 
Inspectors were Roman Catholics. 

Lhe motion was then put, and it appearing the meet- 
ing was in favour of it, 

Mr. P. D. Hardy called for a division, when there 
voted in favour of the resolution—Dr. Gray, Mr. Flana- 
gan, Mr. Donohoe, Mr. Thorp, Alderman Reynolds, Mr. 
Arkins, Mr. Gavacan, Captain Lindsay, Mr. Sweetman, 
Mr. Hogan, Mr. Kelly, and Mr. Archibald. Against— 
Mr. King, Mr. Dooley, Mr. Hardy, Mr. Norwood, sen., 
and Mr. Dixon. Mr. Ingram and Mr. Hyndman did 
not vote. 

The resolution was accordingly carried by a majority 
of seven. 

Dr. Gray then suggested that a copy of the resolution 
should be “sent to Lord Palmerston and the clerk of 
every Poor Law Union in Ireland. 

The board then adjourned.

It is now war to the knife between Ultramontan 
and France. Rome may retaliate by prohibiting “a 
certain journal called Le Moniteur,” as the encyclic calls 
it, but no trace of that document will be found in the 
official columns of this Government. The recognised 
exponent of authority here, Grandzuillot, in this morn- 
ing’s Constitutionnei, remiads all concerned that the or- 
ganic laws regulating such matters on this side of Alps, 

set forth (Article I.) “no bull, brief, rescript, or man- 
date of the Court of Roine can be received, published, or 
printed in Fraace without authorisation.” 

He adds, that hitherto Government had been !ax in 
the enforcement of the organic law,. lest spiritual 
affuirs might even slightly suffer inconvenience, but in 
the case of a notoriously political and secular question, 
the foreign policy of the Emperor cannot be subjected 
to such a form of party opposition. That paragraph 
of the encyclical which insists on the restoration of the 
petty dukedoms is specially denounced by the Cabinet 
peniman, 

in 1686, when Louis XIV. was at loggerheads with 
Innocent XL. on account of Bossuet carrying the four 
articles of the Gallican liberties unanimously in the 
Lpiscopal Assemby of France, that Pope, who was an 
Odeschalchi, and had been a soldier, took an edd way 
of revenging himself.” He actually entered into close 
alliance with William of Orange, and was a main agent 
in upsetting James II., as part of the organised opposi- 
tion to the Grand Monarque in Europe (a fact not dwelt 
on by. Macaulay) ; he snubbed Lord Castlemaine, whom 
James sent to Rome ; he welcomed Bishop Burnett, as 
agent for William ; and as that political prelate states 
in his 3d Vol., page 77, he received his visit in bed, not 
to require the slipper-kissing. The Pope signed a 
treaty with Austria, William IIL, and Spain, Dec. 31, 
1690, not to cease hostility to France until the Gallican 
liberties were repealed. ‘This alliance between the 
Orange and Ultramontane parties, begun at the Boyne, 
has been just renewed in Ireland by Pope Hennessy. 

The mint at Bologna has struck off a million ot gold 
and silver coinage with the effigy of King Victor Eman- 
nuel, and on the obverse the arms of Savoy. Round the 
rim is legible ‘‘Dio protegga I’Italia.”” But as the house 
of Brunswick and Hanover now reigns in Britain, with- 
out further connection with these minor States, so that 
-of Savoy will soon cease to rule its original duchy,

A most ridiculous statement is sent from Paris to 
L'Independance Belge, indicating the cession of the 
Italian island, Corsica, to Piedmont, in exchange for 
Savoy. Corsicais the cradle of the Napoleon dynasty, 
and not even in France itself is pride in the Imperial 
race and Joyalty to the house of Bonaparte so firmly 
rooted. The island has derived all its civilisation 
(so strongly contrasted with its sister isle of Sardinia) 
from French intercourse. Its natives have won their 
way to the highest positions in the gift of France, 
which is the great outlet for its enterprising sons, and 
it would be quite as profitable to Ireland were that isle 
to revert to Spain in accordance with its Phoenician or 
Celtiberian colonisation centuries ago. 

The Duke of Hamilton loses his mother-in-law by 
the death of the Dowager Grand Duchess of Baden, 
at Nice, and the Court of the Tuileries also goes into 
mourning, She was a Beauharnais and of Josephine’s 
predestined blood, the fortunes of her race being iuti- 
mately woven with Empire in France.

been observed in the organisation of the affair, the 
police got wind of it, such precautions had been taken 
by the authorities, and such a force of gendarmes had 
been stationed in the pit and in each tier of the boxes, 
that the realisation of the plan would have been too ha- 
zardous to the liberty of the individuals concerned in it. 
The demonstration was therefore deferred until the fol- 
lowing evening. Sunday morning was employed by the 
police in disseminating reports, by means of hired agents, 
that the demonstration was again deferred ; but these 
rumours, coming from suspicious sources, were

THE FRENCH COTTON TRADE. 

The Siecle contains an article giving an historical 
sketch of the cotton trade in France, from its i 
tion by the Brothers Bowers, of Ghent, in 1800. At 
present cotton boy extends over the departments of 
the Ain, the Aisne, Allier, Ariege, Aube, Aveyron, 
Basses Alpes, Bouches du Rhone, Caluados, Correze, 
Cote d’Or, Doubs, Drome, Eure, Gironde, Haute, 
Vienne, Isere, Loire, Loire Inferieure, Loiret, Loir 
et Cher, Lozere, Manche, Maine et Loir” Marne, 
Mayenne, Meurthe, Meuse, Nord, Oise, Orne, Pas 
de Calais, Puy de Dome, Basses , Pyrenees 
Orientales, Rhone, Bas Rhin, Haut-Rhin, Haut-Saone, 
Sarthe, Saone et Loire, Seine, Seine et Oise, Seine 
Inferieure, Somme, Tarn, Tarn et Garonne, Var, Vau- 
cluse, Vosges, Vendee. Cotton cloths are manufac- 
tured in the same departments, and in small quantities 
in the departments of the Gers, Lot et Garonne, 
Indre et Loire, Morbihan, Cher. There were 2,606 
cotton manufactories at work in France in the year 
1850. The spinning mills employed 63,064 workmen, 
the cotton cloth no en a 188,567 workmen, 
and the manufactories of inferior articles 23,299. 
The spinning mills contained 16,301 frames, mules, and 
throstles, and the manufactories 113,378 power-looms. 
The productions of those establishments amounted in 
value to only 334,000,000f., which would give only 10f. 
worth to each inhabitant, or scarcely four shirts or six 
pair of stockings or one sheet, whith is too little for 
a civilised country, particularly when we take it into 
consideration that a large quantity of the cotton 
manufactured in France is exported. The cotton 
imported annually into France from America, Asia, and 
second-hand from England, is estimated at 72,000,000 
kilogrammes, value about 108,000,000f. This sum is 
increased by the import duty, which in 1851 amounted 
to 12,320,000f., or about an eighth of its real value. 
With such fiscal regulations it was impossible for 
French manofactures to compete with English. Cotton 
wool prepared for spinning, coming direct from French 


in French vessels pay 15f. the 100 kilogrammes, and 
in foreign vessels 25f. Indian cotton is taxed 5f. or 25f. 
asthe case may be. The cotton of other countries 
beyond Europe, 20f.and 25f. When cotton is at all 
worked, it is subject to an enormous duty. Thus 
cotton in carce 1 and gummed leaves or wadding pays a 
duty of 100f. and 107f. the 100 kilogrammes, according 
as the ships by which they are imported are French 
or foreign. Cotton yarn of No. 143 pays 7f. and 7f. 
50c. the kilogramme ; cotton twist, 8f. 80c. All others, 
without distinction of quality or number, are prohibited. 
The cotton yarn that is prohibited is all that is comprised 
between Nos. 10 and 143—that is,all thatis manufactured 
in France. ‘The consequence of the withdrawal of the 
prohib tion will be that yarn used in the manufacture of 
coarse middling cloths—that is, those most used by the 
mass of the population—will beadmitted. Cotton lace is 
prohibited in France, except that manufactured by the 
hand, which pays 5 per cent. on the value. At present 
France does not export one-third of the quantity of 
cotton lace exported by England. When the duty is 
taken off the raw material, and reasonable duties are 
imposed on cotton yarn, it is expected that France, after 
a certain time, will be able to compete with her rival. 
All nations, except the English, are inferior to the 
French in this branch of manufacture, in which the 
talent of her weavers, dyers, and printers would, per- 
haps, have secured her the first place if she could have 
procured the raw material at a lower price. She must 
likewise reduce the price of transport, revise the port 
dues and the various restrictions on her maritime 
commerce. --—- 
THE QUEEN OF SPAIN AND THE POPE. 

The Special Correspondent of the Morning Chronicle 
has the following extraordinary statement :— 

“Paris, MONDAY Evenine.—A strange and up to 
the present unlooked-for complication of the affairs of 
the Pope seems likely now to occur. From reliable 
advices received from Madrid, I have every reason to 
betieve that the Queen of Spain, notwithstanding she 
already has enough to look after, and in spite of the 
opposition of her Ministers, is resolved to protect openly 
the temporal power and interests of Rome. The two 
Pezuelas and the Nuncio are busily forming and con- 
cocting such combinations as would bring about a 
change of circumstances much in their favour. Let 
these machinations succeed as they may, surely they 
and the Queen also must cowprehend that England 
and France will never, on any pretext, tolerate any in- 
tervention. The subjects of Pius IX. must deal with 
him, and him alone. Spain has no right to interfere in 
a matter so totally out of her province. The Pope is, 
I am assured, as much under Austrian influence now as 
he was before the late campaign.”

showing the lions of Paris. These rascals give the French 
police endless trouble even when they get inte prison, 
where they contrive to annoy the authorities with what 
the latter call “British eccentricity.” They neverthe- 
less accept bheir punishment with the utmost composure 
and resignation. They are generally found guilty if 
they once fall into the"hands of the law, and sentenced 
to terms of imprisonment varying from six months to 
three years. ere are probably some dozens of these 
fellows always undergoing sentence in France. It is a 
shame and scandal to our country to look at the police 
sheet and discover so many unmistakeable English names 
accused of criminal offences, and chiefly with picking 
pockets.—Paris Correspondent of the Morning Post. 

Tae Dery on Woon IN France.—The following 
returns copied from the Echo Agricole, show that the 
abolition of the import duty on foreign wool will not 
injure the French farmer:—*“ During the last ten years 
the importation of foreign wool has been on the increase; 
in 1850 and in preceding years it was 20,000,000 kilo- 
grammes, and since 1852 it has been. on an average, 
35,000,000. How is it that with such an importation 
the price of wool in France does not decline? The 
answer is—1. Because the price of wool in France must 
be on a level with the price of woolabroad. 2. Because 
the consumption of woollen fabrics in France is on the 
increase. 3. Because the export of French woollen 
fabrics abroad increases considerably every year. On 
this subject the customs’ returns present some curious 
results. It is known that the French manufacturers of 
woolicn goods cannot compete with the foreigners, ex- 
cept on the condition that the Custem-house shall restore 
to them, on the export of their fabrics, the duties which 
were paid on the import of the raw material. This iswhat 
is called drawback. For so many kilogrammes of tissues 
exported the Custom-house reimburses the duty paid on 
the import of so many kilogrammes of wool. Propor- 
tionate rates are established for that purpose according 
to the sort of tissues exported. In 1856,the Board of 
Customs thus reimbursed as drawback 9,370,000f. to 
French exporters, theugh in that year it only received 
on the import of wool 8,571,000f. In 1857, the duties 
levied on the importation of wool were 7,900,000f., and 
the drawback reimbursed was 6,183,000f. In 1858, the 
duties levied on imports were 7,600,000f., and the draw- 
back reimbursed was 5,500,000f. It will be seen that in 
France very little foreign wool remains in the form of 
tissues, since the export takes away almost all that is 
brought iu, and this explains wiiy at one period the ex- 
porting manufacturers of Elbeuf supported a demand 
for ‘the maintenance of the duty of 33 per cent. on fo- 
reign wool. The higher this duty was, the greater was 
the advantage derived by them from the F seamaara paid 
to them on the export of woven goods. French agricul- 
ture would gain nothing by the maintenance of this Cus- 
toms machinery, which is entirely to the advantage of 
the exporters. This machinery will be suppressed at 
the same time as the duty on wool.”
